The judge's wife, Rober- 
ta, was in the car but es- 
caped injury. 

Gamble’s most famous 
case occurred 10 years ago 
when as district attorney be 
signed murder indictments 
against three men in the 
death of Liuzzo, a white De- 
troit woman who had par- 
ticipated in the Selma-to- 
Montgoraery march. Au- 
thorities said there was no 
evidence linking that case 
to the bombing. 

Liuzzo was murdered the 
night of March 25, 1965, as 
she drove through Lowndes 
County after the march.
